' Tbo dials of tbe.big clock in the watch 
factory tower at Elgin wore lighted on 
Friday night and lime seekers over a half 
mile away conlddUtinguluhtho numerals. 
The watch company so intended when it 
installed eizty-four Id candle power lamps 
within tho dial enclosure. Each numeral 
is illuminated by four lamps. Tbis is the 
Brat self-winding tower clock in the world, 
It has a gravity escapement and ia . regu- 
lated by a pendulum rod fourteen feet long 
on the "end of which is a bull weighing 330 
pounds. 

The clock is fitted with a switch- auto- 
matically to light the dials turning on ;tho 
Light at whatever hour it ia set for;, Tho 
bell bf the clorJt does notatrlke the hours 
of the day, but -merely the opening and 
closing hours of the- factory.' It strikes 
seventy-eight blows at 6 o'clock .in the 
morning, thirty-seven at 6:50, and one at 
7 o'clock, once at 1 2 o'clock noon , thirty- 
seven times at 12:50, and once again at- 1, 
and once on. closing timo, 5 o'clock, and at 
4 on Saturdays:,' Tbo' clock is silent on

By Sheer Strength He Manages 
.to Keep Himself From Be- 
ing 1 Carried Around the 
Big Main Shaft 

Walter Cavanagh, son of Attorney Job. 
Cavnnsgb, of Kenoaha, a foremen in the 
foundry of the Simmona Mfg. Company, 
had a narrow escape from deatb lost Thurs- 
day morning when he was caught on .the 
main shaft of tho plant and only saved 
himself from being crushed by an exhibi- 
tion of almost superhuman strength and 
endurance. As it was Mr. Cavanagh was 
badly injured, and be h now confined to 
bis borne on Prairie avenue as a result. 

Mr. Cavaoaah had gone to work just 
after 7 o'clock, and a change of the belts 
on the main shaft - was demanded. _ Cava- 
nagh secured a ladder and started to. mako 
the changes needed. He had just taken 
hold of the. -great' belt when the ladder 
slipped, and in another inutant hie cloth- 
ing had become caught on the shaft, and 
tho men in the foundry* expected to see 
him crushed lo death In a horrible manner. 
Mr. Cavanagh was always an athlete, and 
he gained renown as a strong man when 
he served as center rush, on the Chicago 
University 'foot ball team,. Hia athletic 
training probably. Baved hia life Thursday 
morning^for when ho discovered that his* 
clolhing-btd been caught in the shnfting/ 
with great?preiienco of mind he^reached 
out ond'wilh main strength braced him- 
self. •'"*■. .-j/ -ri^ 
' With the:tofri5c^fce;-of*lbe' movtmient 
'ipf>jll^hss^iiK^lh'e4^e^tlbrn complete^ 
iy from' his body, and when they had 
wrapped themeelvEs about the Blmft Cava- 
nngh dropped to the floor below,; The 
men in the foundry rushed to hia assistance 
and found that he had beon terribly burned 
about the* neck and, shoulders by the fric- 
tion of the big belt. As soon as possible a 
carriage was called and Cavanagh waa re- 
moved to hia home on Prairie avenue nnd 
a doctor called to attend him. In his per- 
ilous feat of strength nd bones bad been 
broken, bnt the burns from' tho rubbing of 
the bolting are so severe that he will prob- 
ably be laid up for several days. 

The work of Cavanagh in preventing 
himself from being carried about the shaft 
woe considered n marvel by"4the men -em- 
ployed at tho shop. It is" no'Uboufiht that 
there ia another man in tho city who* could 
have withstood tho great foree>idf tbe. shaft 
and preventing himself being lertously in- 
jured if not killed. Cavanoghla receiving 
tbo congratulations of his friends for bis

Most signlllcnnt of the events of 
1003, because it Indicates unmistak- 
ably tho Inexorable advance of man- 
kind toward high Ideals of liberty, 
Justice and perfect civilization, is tho 
political mid economic upheaval now. 

Wearying 
under a loud of taxation, ren- 
dered well-nigh tin ben ruble by ndded

Mnssneru and rapine, In which 
the Jews were the chief sufferers, nre 
part of the price paid for tho advan- 
tage gained. Another impressive proof 
of civilization's ndvancc is tbe blood- 
less revolution by which Norway Ims 
dissolved Its political connection with 
Sweden and seated a king upon its 
long* umiBued throne.

Tho Russo-Japanese war, nfter a 
brilliant scries of land campaigns, 
during which one nfter another of tho 
strongholds of tbe Russians in Man- 
churia fell Into the hands of their op- 
ponents, and a decisive battle on the 
Sea of Japan, thnt Is said to have been 
one of the greatest naval contests of 
all history, has been brought to a 
close, and Inrgely, wo believe, by 
American Influence. 

The completion of the great Slmplon 
tunnel wan the accomplishment of an- 
other great engineering fent ( nnd tho 
Lewis nod Clark Exposition In Port- 
land, Ore., presented to tho world a 
record of nchlevcracnt In all lines. 

Great disasters have been fewer 
than usual, though tornadoes In Okla- 
homa nnd Kansas destroyed more 
than five hundred lives, and earth- 
quakes, fire and railway wrecks have 
done their drend work.

"Tho citizens of Chicago Vlll un- 
doubtedly be surprised to learn that 
tho Chlcngo National Bank, tho Homo 
Savings Bank, nnd tho Equitable 
Trust Company, which havo been con- 
trolled, managed, nnd officered by 
John II. Walsh nnd his associates 
have concluded to wind up their nf- 
fnlrs and quit business In tho city of 
Chicago, but they will bo grntlflod to 
tenrn that after a thorouglrnnd care- 
ful examination of their affairs by the 
Chlcngo Clearing House bnnks that 
all of tho depositors of these Institu- 
tions will be pnnd In full upou de- 
mand, the Chlcngo. clearing house 
bnuks having pledged themselves to 
this result, thus putting nil the re- 
sources of tho Chicago banks behind 
the depositors of these .three institu- 
tions. The difficulty with tho institu- 
tions lias been that their Investments 
hnvo been made In usscts connected 
with the railway nnd coul enterprises 
of John R. Walsh, These assets were 
not Immcdlntely nvnllnble to mcot de- 
posits In full." 

The meeting of the Chicago Clearing 
House Association began at noon Bun- 
day, Notices were sent members of tbe 
hoard by Mr. Morgnn nfter tho condition 
of the hanks nnd tho trust company had 
been learned. Clerks were notified nnd 
fifty or more with their stenographers 
hurried to the First National hank. Be- 
hind closed doors tlio Clearing House 
Association hegau Its work of finding a 
way Hint might enable them to ride the 
financial sea In safety. .

Soil from the garden If It 
is light and well dried will nnswer 
tlio purpose unite ns well. It In an 
excellent plan to remove all this dust 
from the boxes every little while and 
sift it over removing anything unde- 
sirable which hns gotten into It, then 
take It out in the sun, spread It out 
thinly nnd let It dry thoroughly. Most 
of "It can be used repeatedly if new 
lime nnd Insect' powder Is added every 
mouth. The dust boxes should be 
placed where they will' not be .fouled 
In niiy way, for poultry will not nse 
them If too dirty, hence will go with- 
out dusting, and tho lice will then 
become rampant.

Too Much Corn For Swine. 
Every winter or rather at the end 
ot every winter we hoar tnlcs of 
rheumatism lit swine. Intense (indi- 
gestion, bowel trouble and all sorts 
of diseases for which no en use can be 
found, yet In the majority of cases It 
Is plainly tbo much corn. It Is, of 
course, quite natural to feed heavily 
ot corn, because It Is tbo cheapest 
thing we have to feed swine, but what 
profit Is there In It when It Is over- 
done? Wo had some fine half-grown 
pigs who bad several attacks of severe 
Indigestion, and we cut out the corn 
for a.. week. In Its place we fed bran, 
mixed i' wltb chopped vegetables, nnd 
fed warm; this wns given morning 
nnd night, and at noon the animals 
were given n .lot of second-grade hay 
and a few sweet potatoes. Not a full 
ration by any menus, and the pigs fell 
off In weight, but ut the end of the 
week the trouble was gone and they 
would eat anything offered them. 
From theu ou the corn ration was cut 
down so that It was about one-half a 
full ration, nnd wo used more bran, 
ski in milk, root crops nnd roughage, 
aud we cannot seo but what tho ani- 
mals are all that any ration wo-uld 
have. made them, nnd they are cer- 
tainly In excellent condition to be 
corn-fat teneil when the tlino comes.

It ts 
most eswontlnl that pigs .should Ue f od 
regularly,- nnd whether tho food Is 
given twice or thrco times a dny, It 
should be given Invariably at the sumo 
hours. The food ought to bo brought 
to a tempera hire' of ninety degrees by 
direct lieuting- or by tho aid ot hot 
water, for when, this .Is done much 
of the heat-glvtng matter of the food 
Is saved for tho production ot fut 
Tho amount ot food required to pro- 
duce n. certain Increase Hi weight \t 
different ages varies, .Carefully corl- 
ductcd experiments have clearly prov- 
ed that as the weight of the pig in- 
creases tho amount .of food required 
to produce a given Increaso .becomes 
larger.

I know nothing about hydrogen or 
oxygen - or any other 'gen.' .So I sat 
them a paper Which-'! called 'applied 
science.' Ono of my finest ions was; 
'What would you do to euro a cold-ln 
tho head?' A, young ladyanswcred, 'I 
should.put my feet Into hot wnter till 
you were la a profuao perspiration.' " 



John Foreman writes: ''When I 
was staying at tho royal residence 
of May bun (Sulu Island) as tho sul- 
tan's guest In lSSl young Mohammed 
Jnmalul Klrnm (the present sultan 
of Sulu) was a youth of about fifteen 
summers, On his father's death tho 
Spaniards cited him to Manila to re- 
ceive Investiture from the "governor 
general. But he refused to go thero, 
for tradition had taught him how In 
17G0 his Illustrious predecessor, Sul- 
tan Mahnraad Allmudln, had boon in- 
veigled to the Spaniards' capital, 
where ho was kept a prisoner until 
tho British released him In 1703, Tho 
Spaniards thereupon lgnorad his right 
of succession and appointed his uncle,' 
Haruri Narrusld. But tho Christian- 
hating Moslems, point-blank refused 
to accept the Infidels' nominee and a 
nationalist party waged war so per* 
b latently against- him that ho was 
obliged to mako: peace with his 
nephew, who complalsantly appointed 
'Uhclo Harun' to his vassal sultanate 
of Palauan Island. 

"When I called upon his highness 
last year ho was residing In Tulay, an 
extra-mural suhurb of Jolo town, In a 
roughly built wooden . houso, which' 
had tho appearance of an Immense 
packing case, with so many openings] 
la It for doorways and windows. I 
was met at tho entrance by Bevoral 
of his armed liegemen, who escorted 
mo through tho veaUbuIo. practically 
a rubbish storo, to tho staircase. I 
wondered, for the moment, where the 
stairs led to, but suddenly tho lid at 
tho top was raised and in a minute I 
found myself In the royal presence. 
His highness was- seated on a sofa 
near the window opening, and after I 
hnd made a low. bow a smile and a 
movement of his hands signified an 
Intimation to approach. 
■ "Without rlBlug, he graciously, 
shook hands with mo and pointed to a 
chair, opposite. So I seated myself 
and started the conversation by tell- 
ing him how years ago, wlieri he was 
a little boy, I had been the guest of 
his father In.Maybun. This reminis- 
cence evidently delighted him; If the 
Ice were not broken before It was 
now, A smile of delight beamed on 
the sultan's face; a word from his lips 
brought hfs retainers, attired In pic- 
turesque, bright colored costumes and 
armed with 'bafong* short swords and 
daggers, Into a semicircle around the 
back of. my chair. 

"The* sultan Is a short, thick-set 
man, with amnll eyes, a slight, black 
mustache, sallow complexion and his 
hnlr" cropped as close as scissors 
would clip. Clothed In a' 'sarong of 
brilliant hue from his loins down- 
ward, around his shoulders was 
thrown a jnbul, or strip of cotton stuff 
sewn together at. the ends. And as 
ho waxed warm on the subject of his 
grievances at every gesture tho jabul 
would slide down to his waist, expos- 
ing his dusky Bkin, so that perhaps 1 
really saw more of his highness than 
la the privilege of most Europeans."

Hoe Attachment. 

American, agricultural Implements 
nro known; tlio world over ns, the beat 
procurable, especially for saving time. 
This Is true both as to tlio largo appli- 
ances used ott fnrtus and tlio smaller 
garden Implements. A Texas fnrmcr 
ts tho Inventor of a boo attachment 
applicable to hand weeding or garden 
liocs of various forma nnd sizes. Tbo 
attachment consists of a cutting blade, 
which is designed to be used Iu detach- 
ing clinging vines and runners from 
tbo growing plttnts. The Improved de- 
vice comprises n weeding blade of the 
tisunl form, nnd connected to the han- 
dle by a annnk, which curves upward. 
Extending from tbo tdiunk Is a cutting 
blade, curved awny- from the handle 
and shank. 

In using the implement tho cutting 
blndo is forced forward or awny from 
tho operator by a pushing motion, 
nnd by Us peculiar form and position 
Is very convenient for severing vines, 
runners, creepers and similar plant 
tlfo from the stalks of tho growing and 
valuable plants, Tbo Implement will 
also bo found very convenient for 
chopping corn, or thinning cotton and 
other plants, nud will also bo found 



■hould bo carried out by ft London 
wood-process syndicate. Specimens 
woro prepared and sent out to n num* 
bor of tropical countries.

range of special appliances for its gen- 
eral conduct, observes n writer In the 
Xew Orleans Times-Democrat. l"'or 
Instance, the Intter-dny under-graduuto 
at college usually lias his suite of 
study, bedroom and bath, if not more;

would have boon luxury a century ngo 
Is a necessity of to-day. Tho- Intensity 
of latter-day life demands every possi- 
ble tlmc-savlug convenience. It Is ns 
necessary as It Is to* have -railroads, to 
cross tho continent In live flays, In- 
stead of traveling In camp wagons for 
six months. The charge thnt II fo Is sor- 
did and "material" simply because it 
Is Invested with conveniences and ap- 
pliances and labor-saving nnd time-sav- 
ing devices, is, perhaps, a very unjust 
one. Tbcro has been a great dcnl of 
talk nhout'tlio "simple" life — not as 
the source of simplicity nud envnest- 
ucss nnd truth— not In the sense of tho 
simple and straightforward life, men- 
tally and mora II)', hut In the sense of 
limitations and privations, so far ns

Protecting the llarneM, 

Every fnrmcr appreciates that the 
expense for barnesscs-nnd for harness 
repairs Is considerable during the 
year, hence should bo pleased nt tbo 
suggestion of some plan which will 
enable him to keep the harness in good 
condition. A harness should always 
bo hung up. Hero Is a simple plan. 
Make three letter T's of strong but 
light lumber nud especially making 
the cross bar strong. Fasten these to 
a Joint in a convenient place with tho 
cross ;bar nt the bottom. Simply use, 
the anus on which to bang the differ- 
ent parts of the harness. If this ar- 
rangement is not ensy to put In opera- 
tion, then use hooks fastened to the 
ends of stout ropes, but arranging 
some way so that the ropes mny be 
looped back over a hook or nail during 
tho time they arc not In use. so there

vcnlenccs they are very desirable, hut 
tho average farmer must put up with 
much less. The Ideal stall has a space 
between feed rack nnd gutter of eight 
feet nnd Is five feet wide. vA feed rack 
Is arranged so that the animal may 
get nt tlio hny or roughngo easily, yet 
not waste a great deal of It At ono 
end of tho feed rack la a feed box 
sufficiently largo bo that the cow can 
get her mouth to it without striking 
her horns. The sides of this stall con- 
sult of a fence with three wide hoards 
and runs up four or Ave feet high, ac- 
cording to the Ideas of the owner. At 
the rear there is stapled to tbo floor 
a piece of 2x4 material to keep tho 
bedding in place and the animal from 
stepping back; Into, tho gutter. Tho. 
Idea of U>0 fonccllko sides Is to Insure 
ventilation, and if nny two animals are 
Inclined to quarrel' they can he separ- 
ated by having an empty stall be- 
tween or by building up higher tbo 
dividing fence. The Illustration shows 
tho Idea perfectly. 

A Simple Snvr Clnmp. 

This simple saw clamp can ho made, 
by anyone, end does not need aqy 
bolts or screws. Tho two clamps are 
made ot 1-Inch hoards', 5 or Inches 
wide, beveled on top nnd then dressed 
down to dearly an edge at tbo bottom, 
The saw is placed In the clamps In 
your bands, and then Inserted In tbo 
beveled slot, and the hammer makes 
It perfectly Arm and rigid. The frame 
can be made to stand on tho ground 
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or.;floor, or can be. made low to place 
on work bench. 

. Cnro Of Farm Mnrli liter jr. 

. Many farmers are very careless of 
their farm machinery. It Is n common 
thing to sec plows, harrows, culti- 
vators, mowing machines nnd oven 
bindery standing In tho field for 
mouths without any . protection from 
the elements. The direct loss from 
such' exposure Is very great It 
amounts to more than tho ubo In al- 
most every Instance, 

Tbo greatest item perhnps Is In loss 
of tlmo wheu the machine Is required 
for uso next time. Farmers who aro 
careless enough to leave implements 
in tho, field arc almost invariably care- 
less about tho belongings of such Im- 
plements. Furthermore, stieli men are 
surrounded with help that pntteru 
after tho master In this respect. There 
are always shiftless characters iu the 
neighborhood, and they seldom hesi- 
tate to. appropriate, any looso article 
belonging to these neglected machines. 
and it Is only natural that they should 
neglect to return theso tilings.

The names of 5 pensioners of the Revo- 
lutionary War arc still on the roll— 1 
widow and 4 daughters. Tho only sur- 
viving pensioned soldier of the War of 
1812 died Mny 33, 1005, but the roll, 
contains tlio names of 770 widows of 
soldiers of that war.

Tho work of the life-saving service 
for the last fiscal year Is summed up 
In a report of General Superintendent 
Kimball to the Secretary of tbo Treas- 
ury. The life-saving crews saved and 
assisted In snvlng 404 Imperiled ves- 
sels and their cargoes, beside affording 
assistance of moro or less Importance 
to 007 other vessels, Including craft of 
all kinds, making a. total of 1,141 ves- 
sels to which aid was furnished.

PEONAGE SYSTEM IW ECUADOR. 



Laborer* In That Country Are Prac- 
tically Slaves. 

Of labor conditions In South Ameri- 
ca, Frank Wlborg, author of "A Com* 
morclal Traveler In South . America,** 
says; "Tho large planters of Ecuador 
complain that thoy lose a part of their 
crop every year through Inability to 
get sufficient laborers to harvest 1L At 
in most tropical countries, the Ques- 
tion of labor la moat serious, for 
among the lower classes tho necessi- 
ties of life are so few and so easily 
obtained that there Is little or nay 
Incentive for steady application. In 
Ecuador the attempted solution of this 
Is the Introduction of tho same, vlcloui 
system which our government found 
In_forco In the Philippines and thai 
since been trying so desperately to 
root out— namely, peonago or debt 
service, 

"To gain a hold on the laborer the 
planter offers him a small loan which 
he, with characteristic Improvidence, 
eagerly accepts, with tho understand- 
ing that ho Is to enter tho Borvico of 
tho planter and pay back tho debt lit- 
tle by little. Until it Is paid ho can 
not enter tho employ of any ono else. 
It Is to tho advantage of the planter 
to keep the debt unpaid add It seldom 
happens that a debt onco contracted 
In this way Is over canceled. More- 
over, the debt always grows, for fines 
are constantly checked against the la- 
borer's account— If ho mleaca a day or 
breaks a tool— until It actually results 
that the longer he works tho more 
deeply ho Is In debt 

"Then the various members of his 
family are drawn Into tho employ. of 
tho planter for the ostenslblo purpose 
of helping to lift the debt and gradu- 
ally they, too, become bound body and 
soul. The peons are not slaves; this 
la vigorously asserted on all sides. But 
they might almost as" well be slaves, 
for oven if their bodies are not pur- 
chasable their debts are, and through 
their debts their services, and a plant- 
er dcslrlag tho service of a certain 
peon can get It by paying the peon's 
present employertho amount of his in- 
debtedness. This transfer of debt and 
service is a common practice."

RAILROADS MUST BE BUILT TO 
DEVELOP EMPIRE, ' 



Primitive System of Transportation 
by Cool let and Carta Over Roads 
Scarcely Worthy the Nnmo Now a 
Fatal Drawback. 



After tho war la over China finds 
hersetf In statuB quo so far as rail- 
roads go. The. war Is credited with 
little Influence In producing tho prac- 
tical deadlock In railway construction 
now obtaining In tho celestial empire. 
An adequate railroad system would 
bo a wonder worker, so groat qro Us 
possibilities, hut whllo tho Chinese ap- 
preciate the need of some railroading 
to supplement the work of their can- 
als and coolies they have no realiza- 
tion of tho "development of a country 
by railroads. Tho amount of goods 
transported by coolies and In north* 
ern China by carts 1b almost beyond 
belief, In the Interior of tho greater 
portion of tho country coolies and 
canals carry all tho freight What 
this means can bo understood fairly 
when It Is known that there Is prac- 
tically no railroad servlco at all In 
tho more populous and richest parts 
of an empire of 400,000,000 people or 
mora. Most of the roads are scarcely 
•worthy tho na'mo. In tho northern 
provinces the traffic In carts of a 
rough sort dominates the entire move- 
ment of -goods to tho seaboard. When 
waterways aro frozen a groat part of 
the year this Is of necessity tho' caso. 
It Is In . Buch regions that the first 
hold of tho railroads has como. When 
tho empire la served at all It Is serv- 
ed by watcrwayB, Along the Chinese 
coast thoro Is a series, of navigable 
rivers coming down from tbo Interior, 
a series which has few equals" the 
world over. From the Yalu and Pel- 
Ho at the north to West river, pass-, 
log through Ccnton In tho south, 
these rivers seem, to bo formed to 
reach Inland from the coast, 'connect- 
ing 'not only the coast cities, but the 
Interior cities with each other by way 
of the coast as well. About midway 
between tho north find south the 
great Yangtse reaches far Into tbo. In- 
terior, navigable almost to the west- 
ern borders of the empire, and by Its 
tributaries offering still further con- 
nections with Interior points. Thoso 
streams are supplemented by canals, 
large and small, until the whole 
Yangtse and Yellow- river plains are 
a- vast network' of waterways design- 
ed .originally largely -for Irrigation 
and now used also for transportation.
